We who are witnesses ‘ot these days, 
having been “spared the long ordeal of 
war and seen so much of its death 
and tragedy, are not untouched by 
this emotion. 

Our eyes are not dull when we go 
ifito the light of these people’s -glad- 
ness. | There are moments when “it is 
not easy to hige- behind the mask 
which men try to wear when these 
things touch them. They are good 
days to live in. 

I have told how we went into Lille 
yesterday morning a few hours after 
the Germans had left Bruges. They 
were in the outskirts of the city until 
1:30 o’clock. I went into that: old 
town and saw the glory of its libera- 
tion. -It was a strange and exciting 
We ‘crossed the Flanders 
battlefields up the road to Menin, 
which for us was the worst road in the 
world, reeking with a thousand mem- 
ories of horror, and then through 
Roulers. We went yp to Thourout, and 
from that place, which had been taken 
by Belgian cavalry, we drove on up 
the long, straight road to Brugés. 


On Heels of Germans at Bruges. 


We did not know whether we could 
get into Bruges. The Belgian cavalry 
was all around it, But some Germans 
were still there, acting as- machine 
gun rearguards, and all the bridges 
had been blown up higher up the 
road. After circling round énormous 
mine craters we asked some Belgian 
officers and they said: ‘* Bruges is 
ours today. The Germans are fight- 
ing on the canal’beyond."” — 

So we went-on, mile after mile, un- 
til Bruges was close and we. saw its 
belfry and spires, It seemed too good 
to bé trite that we could go soe easily 
inte; Bruges without running the 
gauntlet of gunfire. 

There was only a distant sound of 
guns and the way into the city was 
peaceful. Down a long, straight avenue 
of trees in Autumn foliage, richly col-} 
ored like gold ‘and crimson banners 
for this day of triumph, we went into 
Bruges, the most beautiful old town 
in Belgium. This fairy tale city: with 
its great belfry towering high aboye 
the little Old World houses ‘ with 
stepped gables and with the spires of 
its three tall churches in the blue sky 
reflected: in canals which go between 
streets crossed by hundreds of small 
stone bridges. / 

In this vicinity of the north we were 
the first Englishmen to come ‘to 
Bruges and we had come across. our 
frightful batteries with their wreck- 
age of modern war. We drove now 
into the city, which was built in 
mediaeval days, by fioble Fiemish 


craftsmen, and war had not changed }- ~~~ 


its aspect nor damaged the beauty of 
its ancient architecture. 

It was as though we had stepped 
out of the horror of this four years of 
war into Flanders ofthe sixteenth

for the forcible conscription of 
women in Lille and other towns in 
Easter Week of 1916, which will be 
remembered against the Germans 
forever: 

‘All. inhabitants. of households, 
with the exception of children: un- 
der 14 years and their mothers, and 
with the exception as well of aged 
people, must ._prepare at once for 
their: deportation in an-hour and a 
half. An officer will. make the 
final decision as.to which persons 
shall be conducted to the camp of 
assembly. For this purpose~ all 
inhabitants of households must as- 
semble before their habitations; in 
case of bad weather it is permitted 
to_ remain. in the lobby of. the 

usé; the door must be kept open. 

All ‘pleas will be useless. No in- 

' habitant of dhe house, even those 
who are not to be transported, will 
be permitted to leave the house ‘be- 
fore. 8 in the ernie, German 
time. 

Bach person will be entitled to 
ten kilograms of luggage. If there ~ 
is excess of weight, the entire lug+ 
gage “of such person will be res 
fused without dny consideration. ~ : 
It is abSolutely-necesgary to provide 
oneself in--one’s“own interest. with 
utensils for eating and drinking; 
and also with a. woolen blanket, 
good boots, and Hnen. © Every -peér- 
son must. carry his-or her identity 
card.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMY IN 
BELGIUM, Oct. 19,. (Midnight.)—It 
has been another day of victory. The 
irresistible advance of the allied cén- 
tre in Flanders has liberated the whole 
of the Belgian’ coast to the Dutch 
frontier and:restored Bruges, which is 
reported uninjured, plus a wide belt of 
territory half way to Ghent to the 

Belgian flag. 
The hardest fighting of the day oc- 
curred on the low hills east of Thielt, 


where the enemy evidently intended 
to hold the line of the Lys River 
The progress of the Belgians north- 
ward in the region of Deynze and of 
the French toward Gottifem renders a 
further.German ‘retreat almost certain, 
and only.-the Scheldt remains as a 
barrier before Brussels, 

‘* If we gain. ground in the centre, 
the left’ wing will fall. like.a’ ripe 
plum,’” said a French staff officer two 
days ago. ¢ His. words have been justi- 
‘fied. ‘The Germans have evacuated 
the coast almogt without a struggle. 
pane battery of heavy guns in: the re- 
gion of Knocke that was firing on 
Ostend Harbor yesterday must today 
be in Belgian hands or destroyed. The 
advance of the. Belgians toward 
Bruges has inevitably cut off its re- 
treat. 

The secret of the victory was re- 
vealed to me today in a trip through 
Ypres across the famous Passchen- 
daele Ridge to-Roulers. The French 
had ‘built. railroads across the hope- 
less morass formed» by last year's 
British shellfire; and established their 
main supply depots on the firm ground 
beyond.

city was celebrating some festival of 
joy after the raising of a siege. 

From every house, with its old world 
gables, floated Belgian and English 
flags. Balconies carved five hundred 
years ago were draped with Union 
Jacks and Belgian colors. 

All the people of Bruges were in the 
streets. in massed crowds outside the 
Hotel de Ville, with its lacework front 
of stone, and before the Gruuthuus 
and around the gates of Bruges, with 
their fat old towers, like giants’ castles 
in Grimm’s fairy tales. 

Greeted by Flag-Decked Crowds. 


Every child in these crowds and 
many women carried banners, so that 
all the city was filled with color. 
Belgian soldiers marcling through had 
garlands on their helmets and flags 
and flowers on, their guns. The 
crowd swayed and surged in the 
streets and squares, and gusts of 
cheers rose up to one, and then, be- 
cause we were the first English to 
come into Bruges, amazing things 
happened to us. 

The words ‘‘ English ’’ and ‘‘ Eng- 
land ’’ were cried by thousands of peo- 
pleand followed us everywhere through 
these quaint old streets, and were 
called down to us from high windows, 
where women and children waved col- 
ored kerchiefs, and rose up from all 
that vast crowd in Grande Place by 
the Hotel de Ville. 

When we walked, the people of 
Bruges came around us, and we were 
embraced by all, who could get close to 
us. Old men and. young women clasped 
our hands, and as they spoke of their 
gratitude to England tears streamed 
from their eyes and their voices broke. 
They could not say all they wanted to 
say- Old women kissed us and hugged 
us, and said: ‘‘ The English are our 
saviors,’’ though Belgian soldiers were 
the first in Bruges, and praised God 
because their misery had passed. 

As in Lille, so in Bruges, English- 
women came out of the crowd and 
said: ‘“‘I am English. Welcome. 
Thank God! Thank God! ’’ And 
then they wept because their hearts 
had overbrimmed. 

As at Lille and Roubaix and Tur- 
coing, so in Bruges, everybody spoke a 
little English, even the children, be- 
cause they had been learning it for 
four years until this day should come. 
They gathered around, all speaking to- 
gether, all tellinz of the things they 
had suffered, all passionate’ against 
the enemy, who had been hard with 
them, who had robbed them, impris- 
oned them, outragea tneir liberties and 
their homes. 

‘* They tore the paper off my wall to 
light their. fires,’’ said Count von den 
Steen. 

“‘ They forced our young girls to} 
work in the fields,’’ said a Flemish 
lady. 

‘‘ They stole everything,’’ said hun- 
dreds of people. 

‘* There is hardly a man in Bruges 
who has not been in prison,’’ said the 
old Burgermeister, Vizart de Bocarme. 
‘* They are pigs,’’ said a young nun. 
But above all this flame of indigna- 
tion there was gladness, because the 
evil spell had been broken that very 
morning and the enemy had gone. _ 

We droye round Bruges with a 
swarm of boys like flies on our car, 
and as we drove they sang patriotic 
songs, and the crowds cheered again. 
I stood while a group of old burghers 
raised their hats and sang ‘‘ It’s a 
Long, Long Way to Tipperary ’’ from 
one end to the other, and while an- 
other crowd scrambled to get my 
shoulder badges. I was an English- 
man in khaki, and that was good 
enough for them, though I had done 
nothing to help them except to write 
feeble words. 

The noble old Burgermeister, Vizart 
de Bocarme, told me the hard facts of 
the German occupation of Bruges. 
They had had 60,000 requisitions put 
upon them, so that they had to de- 
liver up property to the value of 
£800,000. They took all the wine of 
Bruges at the nominal price of a shil- 
ling and eight pence a bottle. 

They made four separate demands 
for everything made of copper and 
paid nothing for it. They destroyed 
all the machinery in the great works 
of La Brugeoise, where 2,500 workmen 
were employed. 

They put upon the town fantastic 
expenses, as when they furnished a 
rest house for German officers at the 
cost to Bruges of nearly £1,000, and 
made a winter garden, with marble 
baths, like those at Pompeii, at a cost 
of £2,000, the only result being that 
one German Bishop had one bath there 
and no one else. 
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Took Away the Boys and Men. 


Before leaving the Germans assem- 
bled all the boys and men between 
the ages of 17 and 50 and sent them 
off to Ghent.. They respected houses 
occupied by their owners, but stripped 
unoccupied houses of all their furni- 
ture and pictures and valuables. 

Count van den Steen told me that 
the enemy began the evacuation of 
Bruges a fortnight ago, removing all 
material of war, and were in a state 
of extreme depression with the con- 
sciousness of defeat. 

The last German soldiers remained 
in Bruges until the early hours of 
yesterday morning, and forty-six of 
them were billeted at a convent near 
Assebroock, a suburb of aries, until 
1:30 or 2 o’clock, 

I went there to see an English lady 
who has been living with these nuns 
since the beginning of the war, ‘when, 
like them, she was caught by the Ger- 
man ‘invasion. "When I came into the 
garden I seemed an apparition to 
her, because the Germans had gohe 
such a short time ago. 
astonishment brought all the nuns into 
the garden, in their black and* white 
dresses. They came like a flock of 
birds out of a dovecote, and all their 
voices were raised in a shrill chorus 
of delight, because to them I was a

Not once in all those four years. did 
any man or woman in Bruges: get. any 
news of the outside world, nor any let- 
ter from any relative or friend, nor 
any knowledge of life or death among 
those they loved outside. 


It was hard to bear. There were 


,| many tragedies that'I cannot write of 


now, but yesterday the remembrance 
of these things was drowned in: the 
flood of joy overwhelming the heart of, 
Bruges. 

The old belfry was pealing out in the 
deep tones which used to mingle with 
my dreams. when I stayed here in my 
boyhood, and as I left the city the 
people were cheering the Belgian cav- 
alry on their way to chase the enemy 
further out of Belgium. 


Meant to Defend Ostend. 


Oct.. 20.— At Ostend there are 
25,000 out of 45,000 people still 
living in the town, and all of them 
were massed on the sea front when 
Sir Robert Keyes landed from his 
flagship. When he went on shore in 
a motor launch, which put off from a 


destroyer, with the King and Queen 
of the Belgians, they were greeted 
with overwhelming enthusiasm. 
The last Germans left. Ostend at 9 
o’clock last Thursday morning, but 
they still had machine guns on the 
outskirts of the town near the gas 
factory, and the port was still within 
range of the German guns when the 
King. and Queen landed and went 
through the streets. ‘The King and 
Queen were so closely pressed by 
cheering crowas, eager to. touch them 
and to ‘kiss their hands, that they 
could hardly move. 
The gallant old Vindictive lies aslant 
across the mole, and the enemy, be- 
fore leaving, sank three more vessels, 
including a mail steamer and a dredg- 
er, in order to block up the fairway, 
but there is still rqgom for small craft 
to pass. 
The town is but little damaged, and 
the hotels, like the Continental and 
the Savoy and the Phare and the 
great Kursaal, so familiar to British 
tourists before the war, are still stand- 
ing. All the harbor works, like the 
estacade or mole and the’ seafront, 
have been elaborately organized for 
defensive purposes. The gmole itself 
is one of a vast series of dugouts, 
communication trenches, and tunnels, 
and there are. con¢rete blockhouses 
all the: way between the Kursaal and 
the Hotel du Phare. Concreté shel- 
ters and defenses. were made right 


‘through the Hotel Continental. 


The Germans had a sudden panic 
that the British intended landing with 
tanks and flat-bottom barges during 
the battle of Flanders, an idea that 


| was perhaps not altogether wide of 


the mark, and they prepared very late 
in that day an astounding system of 
anti-tank defenses to frustrate this 
possibility. 

Dream of U-Boat Victory Faded. 
Then a few weeks ago the German 
forces at QOstend saw themselves 
threatened by the menace of the 
allied advance, and prepared in‘ des- 
perate haste for flight. Their real 
panic began on Oct. 1, when they be- 
gan an orgy of destruction and re- 
moval of the works upon which they 
had spent years of labor at enormous 
cost for the purposes of their sub- 
marine warfare. 

Ostend was their main submarine 
base, and they built enormous work- 
shops and sheds in the basins and 
docks for the accommodation aid re- 
pairing of these undersea craft. They 
had thousands of men engaged there, 
and masses of machinery and plant, 
and it 'was in these works-that all their 
hopes lay of reducing the British Em- 
pire to impotence by ruthless sub- 
marine activity. 

The Royal Air Service, as it was 
then, before the amalgamation in the 
Royal Air Force, did a great deal to 
smash thése ambitions by ceaseless 
bombing. 

As I have written more than once in 
months past, the pilots and crews of 
the big Handley-Page machines never 
let Ostend alone and poured bombs 


many great sheds destroyed, and sub- 
marines, refitting or repairing, had to 
creep further back into other basins, 
which, in turn, were attacked. 

By day the ordinary aircraft took up 
the work of night raiders and dropped

Amid all the shouting of the last 
triumphant week and the confused | 
vision it has brought about in the 
minds of a great many people, the 
main facts of the situation as it stands 
today emerge quite clearly. The real 
factors of importance now are not the 
spectacular events occurring in Bel- 
gium, but those connected with the 
centre of the battlefront. Just what 
these factors are must be clarly un- 
derstood, or we shall be lulled into a 
false optimism through mistaking ap- 
pearances for realities. The main 
point is that the centre of German 
resistance on the western front has 
now been transferred from the power- 
ful massif of Laon, since its reduction 
by the Allies, to an almost equally 
strong natural bastion ‘directly in the 
rear, which is known technically as 
the massif of Ardennes. It is now 
obvious that it is on this bastion the 
enemy has decided to make his next 
stand. 


Ardennes Bastion’s Value. 


The Ardennes bastion is eminently 
suitable, by reason of its natural con- 
stitution, to aid the German plans. It 
consists of a large number of forest- 
clad plateaus, sharply broken up with 
deep ravines and narrow valleys, and 
constitutes a formidable series of de- 
fensive positions. Its great weakness, 
however, lies in the fact that on each 
side the country affords a way 
through which the whole bastion may

“As Germany could have done better 
by acting two weeks ago, so she might 
do better now than two weeks hence.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Official an- 
nouncement was made tonight that the 
Belgian Government. had taken steps to 
compute the total damage done to prop- 
erty in Belgium by the Germans. A 
cablegram received .by the Belgian Lega- 
tion here says the Council of Ministers 
met at Havre and adopted measures for 
verifying claims for damages to private 
and public property as a basis for de- 
termining the total compensation to be 
demanded from Germany. 

The council discussed measures for 
the resumption of the circulation of Bel- 
gian money in the liberated territory 
and decided on modifications of the 
communal law to meet changes due to 
the German evacuation. } 

“‘In order to demonstrate its grati- 
tude and admiration for the army,’’ the 
message adds, ‘‘the assembly took un- 
der consideration a plan which would 
greatly increase the compensation to 
the*families of members of the militia.’ 

For relief work in Belgium during the 
ten months ending last June 30 the

Because of the fact that Germany is 
the. master of the Teutonic Alliance, and 
naturally its strongest member, and be-| 
cause the German Army has been since 
the beginning of the war concentrated 
in - France and Belgium, there is a gen- 
eral feeling that the entire war effort 
of the Allies must be concentrated on 
this front, and that only there victory 
can be won. The events since July 18 
would seem to justify this opinion, at 
least on the surface. Without going into 
tite ‘possible relation between the prés- 
ent German retirement and the situation 
in the Near East, it is possible, how- 
ever, to see in the German efforts for 
peace a reflection of the situation. of the 
more eastern members of the Quadruple 


_Alliance. 


Bulgaria, as we know, has made peace, 
Turkey is about to make peace, leaving 
only Germany and Austria to fight the 
war through. As has been repeatedly 
stated in this column, there is nothing 
in the military situation, despite the Ger- 
man defeats, that would indicate the ne- 
cessity for an immediate peace. Ger- 
many, if Germany alone is to be con- 
sidered in the west, can hold her short 
line behind the Meuse for a considerable 
time against any attacks the Allies can 
deliver on the front north of the Swiss 


frontier. Eventually, of: course, Ger- 
many would break, but that would not 
be this year. 


There has been, however, another fac- 
tor injected into this situation which 
may be the cause of Germany’s hasty 
peace effort. The situation in Austria

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‘AUSTRIA IS ANSWERED. 


Mr. Wi.gon’s answer to the Austro- 
Hungarian peace proposals and pre- 
tense of ‘‘ federation ’’ and ‘‘ auton-- 
omy,’’ federation of lambs and wolves, 
autonomy of the caged captive, is a 
fatal blow against a tottering tyranny, 
a trumpet call to the victims of the 
Hapsburg, a great document of free 
Europe and widening ‘democracy. Mr. 
Wiuison. tells Austria-Hungary . that 
the position of the United States has 
been ‘ necessarily altered ’’ since his 
address of Jan. 8, containing the fa- 
mous fourteen terms of peace, one of 
which was that ‘“‘ the peoples of Aus- 
*‘ tria-Hungary, .whose place among 
‘* the nations we wish to see safe- 
** guarded ard assured, should be ac- 
*‘ corded the freest opportunity of 
* autonomous development.’’ 

For too long a time there was in 
France, England, and the United 
States a superstition that the Mag- 
yats were ‘‘ chivalrous’’ friends of 
fréedom and Austria a rather amiable 
if weak follower of her wicked part- 
ner, Germany. The at first rather 
slightingly regarded efforts of the rep- 
resentatives of the Czechoslovaks and 
Jugosiavs, the brilliant’ campaign of 
Czechoslovaks in Russia and Siberia, 
a growing knowledge of Austro-Hun- 
garian treatment of other races than 
Magyars and Germans, hangings, im- 
prisonments, martial law, revolution, 
the Congress of Rome, the settlement 
of the unhappy divisions, artificially 
stimulated, between Jugoslavs and 
Italians—these and many other things 
contributed to a clear view of the réal 
Austria-Hungary. Imperceptibly it 
dawned upon most of us in the allied 
nations that the Hapsburg absolutism 
miust be destroyed, that freedom is one 
and indivisible, and that the war must 
bring to the submerged majority of 
oppressed nationalities freedom and 
self-government, the right to become 
independent nations, or to join exist- 
ing nations of their brethren. Austria 
was_a fiction. Hungary was a fiction. 
Of “‘my peoples,’ as Kaiser Kar. 
calls them, but two wish to be his 
peoples. 

Austria-Hungary is too late. Since 
Jan. 8, Mr. Wruson tells her, the 
United States ‘‘ has recognized that a 
‘tate of belligerency exists between 
‘‘ the Czechoslovaks and the German 
** and Austro-Hungarian Empires, and 
**that the Czechoslovak National 
** Council, is a de facto belligerent 
** Government clothed with proper au- 
** thority to direct the military and 
** political affairs of the Czechoslo- 
*‘ vaks. It has also recognized in the 
** fullest manner the justice of the 
** nationalistic aspirations of the Jugo- 
‘* slavs for freedom.’’ So the Presi- 
dent-can no longer ‘‘ accept a mere 
‘* *gutonomy ’ pf these peoples ‘as a 
** basis of peace, but is compelled to 
** insist that they and not he shall be 
‘* the judges of what action on the 
“ part of the Austro-Hungarian Gov- 
**ernment will satisfy their aspira- 
** tions and their conception of their 
** rights and destiny as members of 
* the family of natioris.’’ 

It ts 
sentence pronounced on the Haps- 
burgs.  ‘“* Justice, the Foundation of 
Kingdoms,’’ is written {ironically on a 
gate of the Hofburg in Vienna. In- 
justice is the foundation of Austria-

as  nationsy the peoples it has ruled 
unjustly.

“IMPROVING” MR. WILSON’S 
ENGLISH. 

In Mr. Wiuson’s note of Oct. 15 to 

Germany is this passage: 

Cities and villages, if not destroyed, 
are being stripped of all they contain 
not only, but often of their. very in- 
habiants.” 
The unusual placing of ‘‘ not only,”’ 
Mr. Wi.som’s felicitous refusal to 
make it follow. *‘ stripped,’’ the em- 
phasis derived from its later place, are 
evident. Just as Dante forced words 
to say what he meant them to say, 
Mr. WHIL80N arranges them so. that 
they speak with fhe most force. 

Who could have thought that in 
friendly, gallant Canada these few lines 
in Mr. WriusoN’s note would find a bit 
of correction, revision, excision, such 
as his writings have probably not been 
subjected to. since he was an under- 
graduate at Princeton, and the Pro- 
fessor of Rhetori¢ ‘was unwontedly se- 
vere, having ravaged . his chin, -per- 
haps, at shaving. time? The Montreal 
Gazette restricts its correction to re- 
moving ‘‘ not only ’’ from the station 
to which Mr. Wiuson appointed it and 
making it. a buffer phrase between 
‘* stripped ’’ and ** of,’’ ‘‘ stripped not 
only of all<they contain.’’ This is a 
piece of orthodox ‘‘ restoration.’’ The 
judicious corrector for the press keeps 
in mind, however, that to change an 
extraordinary position of words is 
probably to disregard the deliberate 
intention of the writer. 

In The Toronto Globe’s version 


‘‘not only ’’ has disappeared, and 
** but often.’’ is replaced by ‘‘ and 
oftentimes,’’ a poetical. substitute. 


Surely these Canadian recensions come 
from no whimsey of the wires, but 
from the beneyolent and honest de- 
sire: to ‘‘ improve’’ Mr. WILson’s 
English. 








A BILLION-PASSENGER CITY. 

The rapid ‘transit lines of this city 
report that the tetal of their passen- 
gers exceeded tenfold’ the population 
of the nation, or a round billion, last 
year for the first time. That the city 
has not. stopped growing appears from 
an addition of 89,000,000 passengers, 
although the discomforts of this pre- 
ferred manner of city travel are so 
great in its present incomplete condi- 
tion that as many as possible sought 
other means of getting about town, 
and the increase is less than usual. 
The changes in the tides of travel are 
more important than the total, for 
they dare an indication of how the dual 
subway is working and. may be ex- 
pected to work increasingly. 

The original subway shows a de- 
crease of 11,000,000 passengers, and 
the new subways an increase of 15,- 
000,000. That means an outflow of 
population toQueens'and toward White 
Plains, and an Alteration in the travel 
within Manhattan. The elevated lines 
lost to the newly opened east and west 
side lines, and there. is an indication 
of a great change in the currents to- 
ward Brooklyn. At the Brooklyn 
Bridge station there was a decrease of 
over 3,000,000, reflecting the shift of 
travel from the old bridge to: the sub- 
way lines over the more northerly 
‘bridges. . It-is puzzling to say. why the 
Chambers Street station on this line 
showed a decrease of 4,600,000. Per- 
haps it points to a preference for the 
Manhattan Bridge route over the Will- 
jamsburg Bridge. In any case it does 
not show any decrease in the popu- 
larity of thé dual subway, nor give the 
city. anxiety about its share in the 
enterprise. 

The company-owned lines in the con- 
solidated Brooklyn system carried an 
increase. of 6,724,000 passengers, and 
the city-owned lines an increase of 
24,056,772. Those who use the Broad- 





way (Manhattan) lines know that they 


are as overcrowded as the old Inter-. 
horough lines already; although they 
stijl lack the tunnel which is to per- 
mit circulation of trains and shorten 


‘first among express subway: sta- 
tions, but Times ‘Square. presses wel 
hard... The Grand Central's increase, 
‘was a few more than: & milion and a 
half, and Times Square's a few less. 
The former now has its full ‘comple- 
ment of facilities, but Times Square 
Fas yet has but @ small portion of its 
share of the. Brooklyn and Queens 
travel on three lines among the busiest 
in the systém, Next’ year, or’ soon 
thereafter, probably Times Square will 
be the busiest centre ot city: travel in 
the world. 

It ig not possible to say how many 
these billion passengers en- 
a dime’s ride for ¢ nickel, but it 
is many millions, will be many 
millions more. It was-a foregone con- 
clusion that the dual subway would 
increase travel, but it was a problem 
how the increase of the passengers and 
the halving of the fares would work 
out in the revenue.. That problem is 
made more difficult: by the increase in 
operating costs which the dual subway | 
shares’ with all public utilities. There 
is now no doubt that the budget must 
carry a dual subway deficit for a time. 
In other words, there is an appearance 
that the savings of the passengers are 





city makes in taxes as large or perhaps 
even a larger amount, which is not re-. 
flected in the subway accounts. When 
the dual subway fs doing so well it is 
a good time to let it alone, and not 
attempt to improve it until it has had 
a chance to show how it works when 
it is completed. No better report could 
be heard from the shuttle than what 
now comes from it—nothing at all. 
Silence from the shuttle is a sign that 
there is now no reasonable complaint. 
That will show the wisdom of plan- 
ning so that passengers up and down 
town need not cross town on the way 
unless they want to.

The Liberty Loan workers and the 
takers of it may congratulate each 
other on the success of their co-opera-. 
tion. A better campaign of the sort 
could hardly have been made. Criti- 
cism of it may be left to the Huns, 
who have every cause for dissatisfac- 
tion and discomfort.

scribed in the same spirit that our 
soldiers support our allies. The tak- 
ers are to be congratulated on a bar- 
gain in the best the world_affords in 
that line. It is sure to be worth more 
some day, and it will give no cause for 
anxiety. meanwhile.

large crowd ‘in the Labor. Forum of the 
Church’ of the Ascension, of which the 
Rev. Dr. Percy Stickney. Grant is pastor. 
In both speeches Mr. Smith discussed the 
issues of the campaign and-told what 
she expected to accomplish. if elected. The 
Democratic candidate expects to begin 
his up-State campaign tonight, speak- 
ing at Haverstraw. On.Tuesday he will 
go to Ithaca and: then swing through 
the. State; speaking in cities that are 
more: or’ less’ free. from .the influenza 
epidemic. .. 

‘Part of the candidate’s* speech last 
Pnight dealt with: municipal ownershi 

He said he believed the powers should 
rest with municipalities to acquire, own, 
and operate their own public utilities. 
Before 1917, he said, the.State under- 
took the regulation: of its public utili- 
ties. partly by. commission and largely 
by legislative enactment. That system, 
he said, failed and then the State un- 
dertook their regulation entirely by 
commission. 

“‘ At the end of eleven years, so far 
as transit facilities in this city are con- 
cerned, regulation by ccmmission is also 
a failure, **. he declared. ‘‘ At the con- 
ference of. Mayors. in the State of New 
York resolutions were unanimously 
adopted: asking the Legislature to confér 
.upon..cities. the power to acquire, own, 
‘and operate all public utilities. It is 
rstrange to say that -w every city 
wants we.seem to have difficulty in se- 
curing. There might be some explanation 
of that difficulty if other sections of the 
State were interested: in preventing it, 
but that is not the-fact. It is progress 
in government, and progrens is hard to 
make. Reactionary influences are at 
work against progress every day in the 
year. The people concern themselves 
about it only for a short, time before 
election. To bring it about there is re- 
quired only the election of officials who 
sincerely believe in it in the first place 
and have courage enough to back up 
their opinions in the second place.’’ 

Regarding the labor’ question, Mr. 
Smith said he hatorea the State should 
approach a solution .of the problems af- 
fecting working men, women, and chil- 
dren from the standpoint of ‘the benefit 
of the State itself. »He said:

It is on that principle 
that I favor the establishment of wage 
boards for the purpose of fixing mini- 
mum wages for women and children in 
industrial and mercantile  establish- 
ments: This legislation ‘I-hold to be of 
benefit to. the, State itself. in that it pro- 
poses to preserve the health and the 
strength -of women and children.’’

PENFIELD APPLAUDS 
NOTE TO AUSTRIA 





| Mere Autonomy Would Not Solve 


the Problem, Former Am- 
bassador Asserts. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Oct. 20.— 
Frederick Courtland Penfield, former 
Ambassador to Austria-Hungary, issued 
a ‘statement today strongly indorsing 
President Wilson's reply to the last 
Austrian. peace note. Mr. Penfield said: 
*“ Naturally I have no ‘inside’ or ex- 
clusive information on the subject of 
Austria-Hungary’s efforts to extricate 
herself from the war, but when last 
year I left Vienna every thinking man 
and woman seemed weary of the conflict 
and was praying it might speedily end. 
The monarchy was then perilously close 
to the end of its resources of men, 
money, munitions, and food, and it is 
.safe to state that today these are touch- 
ing the vanishing point. The last words 
that the young Emperor uttered to me 
when I was called home were: 

“‘* Please tell President Wilson that I 
want peace, peace, peace, and will do 
anything possible to secure peace.’ 

“What effect President Wilson’s ‘re- 
fusal to now discuss an armistice with 
the Emperor Karl will have in Austria I 
cannot say, but [ can easily picture the 
consternation in the cities of Prague and 
Brunn, and throughout the Trieste dis- 
trict and Dalmatia, which are pro- 
Italian in sympathy, language, and 
blood. The Emperor's proposal to erect 
within his realm several autonomous 
States; according tc the races: of popu- 
lation, could have little benefit, for these 
federalized districts would continue un- 
der his sovereignty, and instead of 
sending representatives to the Imperial 
Parliament at Vienna would have their 
own individual Diets or representative 
bodies; that would be the only change. 

“The Emperor's proposal to create the 
State of Illyria has a classical flavor, for 
it would be returning the present Dal- 
matia to its earlier name. It will be re- 
called by students that Shakespeare laid 
the scene of ‘ Twelfth Night’ in Illyria. 

“* When the news dispatches state that 
Hungary is on the point of declaring its 
independence I am at a loss to under- 
stand what is meant, for the land of the 
Magyars is already in the fullest sense 
an independent and sovereign State. 
Hungary’s King is the Emperor of Aus- 
tria, but he rules in the junior division 
of his realm under a Constitution hav- 
ing. but a shadow of relationship with 
Austria. Whether ‘ independence’ means 
changing from:a kingdom to a republic 
I know not, but | well know that the 
Hungarians in their hearts despise Ger- 
many and resent being chained to Kai- 
ser Wilhelm’s chariot. Probably two- 
thirds of the people of Hungary approve 
of America’s attitude in the great war 
and know that ihe Central Powers are 
rapidly being knocked into the proverb- 
ial cocked hat. There are in the United 
States as many as 1,750,000 Hungarians, 
and in normal times these adopted sons 
used annually to send home to relatives 
and friends as much as _ $150,000,000. 
Their influence is potent.’’

the Kaiser Is Not Enough. 


The abdication of the Kaiser would 
simply be another trick, and would not 
assist in a conclusive peace, according 
to a statement issued yesterday by the 
American Defense Society. The organi- 
zation, through Charles Stewart Davi- 
son, pointed out that the enemy started 
the war solely on commercial grounds, 
and that, with her industrial army in- 
tact, she would still be triumphant, even 
though whipped militarily. 

‘Germany’s war is openly and avow- 
edly a commercial war,’’ said the state- 
ment, ‘‘ and she started it as she has re- 
peatedly said for ‘a place in the sun.’ 
She seeks commercial expansion. Neither 
is her submarine campaign for the mere 


pleasure of murdering, but quite avow- 
edly for the purpose of diminishing the 
gross amount of world tonnage. Ger- 
many’s idea is, that as much 4s she can 
cut down the world’s shipping she will 
leave herself either in a superior posi- 
tion or at least more nearly in a posi- 
tion of equality by the possession of 
such tonnage as she can save or here- 
after build. Neither has she taken away 
the industrial factory workers of Bel- 
gium and Northern France for the mere 
purpose of being brutal to them, but 
for the purpose of thereby setting back 
the industries of these countries for her 
own gain.’’ 

The society urged that the effort to 
forestall Germany’s war-after-the- -war 
should not be lessened through too great 
emphasis on the Kaiser as an individual. 


POPE TO SEND ENVOY HERE. 


Mgr. Cerretti Chosen to Represent 
Pontiff at Gibbons Jubilee. 


ROME, Oct. 19.—On receiving a cable- 
“gram from the United States today say- 
ing that the festivities incident to tue 
golden jubilee of Cardinal Gibbons had 
been postponed, Pope Benedict, wishing 
to emphasize his tribute to the vener- 
able Archbishop of Baltimore, decided to 
send 2 special envoy to represent him at 
the celebration. He immediately ap- 
pointed Mgr. Cerretti as his personal 
representative to the jubilee. 

Mgr. Cerretti will be the most promi- 
nent official ever sent by the Vatican 
to the United States. Several Cardinals 
have visited there, but they did not hold 
an office so important as that of Mer. 
Cerretti, who is Secretary for Extraordi- 
nary Ecclesiastical Affairs. He ranks 
next to Cardinal Gaspari, the Papal 
Secretary of State, who ranks next to 
the Pope. 

Mer. Cerretti probably will leave next 
week for the United States bearing a 
special message from the Pope. He will 
remain there several weeks.

National City Bank Warns Man- 
Gfacturers to Begin Upon 
Organizations at Once. 





FEW CAPABLE MEN AT HAND 





Says Too Much Attention Is Being 
Given to Possibility of Gov- 
ernment Control. aby

The National City Bank is urging upon 
manufacturers the need for getting 
ready for participation in competition 
for foreign trade after the war. It isa 
matter of national importance that gen- 
eral and concerted preparations go for- 
ward, says the bank, but the greatest 
impelling movement lies’ within the 
power of the various manufacturing and 
exporting firms acting on their own ac- 
count. 

‘“The whole national effort will fizzle 
out,’’ says the bank’s trade publication, 
The Americas, ‘‘ unless individual en- 
terprise now awakens everywhere, and 
individual enterprise and initiative sys- 
tematically organize to extend Ameri- 
can trade by American methods over 
foreign markets. 

‘he human personnel for getting to- 
gether a foreign trade organization in 
a hurry does not exist in America. It 
is scarcer than the much-wanted wool, 
or steel, or rubber. ‘Men who have any- 
thing beyond a theoretical, superficial, 
or merely clerical training for doing for- 
eign business are hard to find. The best 
of our coming army of foreign sales- 
manship is still to be recruited. The 
result of the lack of avaliable men 
of capability is that many. manu- 
facturers. are training their’ own 
men and devising their own plans 
for export. This takes time and 
requires some experimentation. For in 
the doing of foreign business, of all 
thnigs, a ‘little knowledge’ is expen- 
sive, and many things which seem obvi- 
ous even to shrewd men without expe- 
rience are found to be exactly what suc- 
cessful exporters do not recommend.”’ 

The bank says there is a vast fund of 
practical information about the right 
way to organize for exportation avail- 
able in the United States, and there is 
still time for the manufacturer to train

‘“The emphasis upon individual 
preparation,” the bank maintains. 
‘‘ Everything points to the expectation of 
a much more highly organized handling 
of international business by exporters 
of all the competing nationalities. There 
is some expectation of active govern- 
mental participation in this’ interna- 
tional trade. Some American manufac- 
turers actually anticipate that our Gov- 
ernment will do foreign selling for, them. 
There would surely be small hope for 
such Government-marketed products in 
competition with the individual skill 
and energy of the kind of private organ- 
ization now being developed here; and 
any Government monopoly of sale would 
wither our international prospects. 

‘‘Many developments in widespread 
organization now going on in this coun- 
try among individual concerns, or the 
groups of them that are uniting into 
export units under the Webb law and 
its legalization of export associations, 
indicate a general belief that our after- 
war trade expansion will find its 
greatest success not in the theoretical 
advantages of cheap standardization of

-everything, which foreign customers will 


probably reject, but through the exten- 
sion over -good foreign markets of our 
typical American methods of live sales 
campaigning and distribution of articles 
which appeal by their individuality of 
excellence and are introduced to ulti- 
mate consumers through the most skill- 
ful methods of large scale advertising 
and stimulation of demand. 


‘““When we say that the individual 
manufacturer should organize now, at 
once, we mean that he ought to get all 
his own facilities ready inside his own 
office and plan to go after the forei 
business right, and handle orders right 
when he obtains them. 

‘Individuality of method and organ- 
ization is characteristic of successful 
American exporters of manufactures, 
particularly of special goods of high 
quality. It may be only the manufact- 
urer himself and an employe or two who 
have learned exactly how to handle a 
Yoreign order right, also a thoroughly 
thought-out way of doing it, that is one 
successful exporter’s ‘ organization *.$ .0r 
it may be an elaborately organized ex- 
port department, with an export man- 
ager, a traffic manager, a corps of for- 
eign salesmen, a_ statistician, and 
a force of clerical help trained to 
foreign correspondence, along with a 
special -oatariary | room and even specially 
made ‘ ort ’ goods with their labels, 
&c., to pea t. The ‘ organization’ is sim- 


ply the right machinery,-ready to do the |’ 


right, thing, to do it quickly, efficiently, 
and with expert discrimination. What 
manufacturers are urged to do now is 
to get such organizations in shape.’’

SCAR MADE PERFECT CROSS. 


New York Soldier, After Narrow 
Escape, Has Odti Mark on Back. 


PARIS, Sept. 30, (Associated Press.)— 
Private Jean Fournan of New York City 
hereafter will carry a cross on his back 
as a souvenir of the great war. The 
wound that has marked him is so un- 
usual that he is’ known at American 
Military Hospital No. .1, where he is now 
convalescing, as the ‘‘ Red Cross Man,’’ 
and doctors, nurses and- patients have 
watched his case with unusual interest. 

Fournan is a member of one of the 
American regiments recently engaged in 
the fighting around Fismes. .He has 
been in France since last October, and 
went through heavy fighting on. several 
fronts without a scratch. One morning 
a short time ago, just as: his company 
went over the top, headed for a boche 
machine n nest, a shrapnel shell 
knocked him out. He had a momentary 
stinging sensation and then awoke’ to 
find himself on an American sanitary 
train, from which he was taken by am- 
bulance to the hospital. 

When he was carried to the operatin 
room, the surgeon looked: him. over <nd 
then called the other doctors to come 
and look. The boy had been hit by two 
pieces of shrapnel, one. of which’ had 
gone down his ack so close to his spine 
that only a remarkable chance saved 
him from paralysis. The. other had 
crossed at. right angles; eve the 
erfect cross on hi 2 gh ser 
as those pieces o shrapnel 
Cross treasure bag, He says 
they’re ‘‘lucky pieces'’ because they

FOR SPRING-RICE MEMORIAL. 


Fund Announced by Morgan in Let- 
ter at Stall. Plate Unveiling.. 


ETON, England, Oct. 20.—The- head- 
master of Eton College this afternoon 
dedicated a stall plate in the upper 
chapel. in memory of Sir Cecil Spring- 
Rice, the late Ambassador to the United 
States. In the course of the ceremonies 
Gerald Balfour, a brother of the For- 
eign Minister,, read the following letter 
received by Lady Spring-Rice from J. P. 
Morgan: ‘ 

‘“ My Dear Lady Spring Rhee: It.is my 
privilege to advise you that a large 
number of American friends of Sir Cecil, 
desiring ‘to show their appreciation of 
the magnificent work done by him as 
British Ambassador to this country, 
have -collected a fund to be known as 
the Cecil Spring-Rice Memorial Fund. 


It fs the desire of the donors that the 
income of this fund be paid you during 
your life ‘and to your two children in 
equal shares until they are 35 years old, 
thus providing for their education and 
maintenance until they are able°to sup- 
port themselves. 

“The fund will eventually be trans- 
ferred. to Balliol College, Oxford, as the 
Cecil Spring-Rice Memorial Fund, the 
income of which is to be used by Bal- 
Hol. for traveling scholarships for young 
men entering the diplomatic service who 
have to acquire necessary foreign. lan- 
guages for that career, thus making a 
permanent memorial to Sir Cecil’s erent 
work.’ 


MORANE, AIR PIONEER, DIES. 


French Ace of Last Decade Had 
Built Airplane During War. 


PARIS, Oct. 20, (Havas.)—Leon Mo- 
rane, the’ French aviator and airplane 
builder, is dead. 


Leon Morane during the Autumn of 
1909 and the Spring of 1910 forged to the 
front of French airmen, finally becoming 
the premier ace of that period. In July 
of 1910 he established a new record for 
speed, and five months later he drove his 
machine to a height of 8,471 feet, at that 
time the greatest altitude attained by an 
aviator. He was injured in October, 
1910, and afterward gave his entire at- 
tention to the construction of airplanes.

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION 





Bankers Conserve 


Credit for Future. 





The completion of the Liberty Loan 
campaign opens the door into finan- 
cial experiences whose import may not 
be judged by what has followed the 
preceding Government bond offerings. 
Each of the three loans before the last 
drew upon the public’s resources for 
the purpose of building the American 
military machine*up from: small be- 
ginnings to a vast force whose might 
should enable the allied nations, striv- 


ing shouldér to shoulder, to bring the 
final blow to bear against the Teu- 
tonic powers. The result of those 
borrowings and expenditures yvas seen 
at Chateau-Thierry, at St. Mihiel, and 
in the Argonne Forest; it was seen 
through loans made, to England, 
France, Belgium, and Italy, in the 
ejection of the German armies from 
their strongly prepared positions from 
Rheims to the North Sea; it has been 
seen most recently in the retreat of 
the Germans through Belgium. Those 
three loans did not complete, by any 
means, the development of America’s 
full strength, but they aided in pre- 
paring armies which had a vital part 
in definitely breaking down the Ger- 
man menace, breaking it so complete- 
ly that, however long the war may 
last, the whole world sees clearly thé 
outcome. When each of those loans 
was presented to the people, the 
power of the Teutonic alliance ap- 
peared: to be steadily ascending. The 
fourth loan was distributed when the 
Teutonic power was on the wane, 
when Bulgaria had dropped out of the 
conflict, beaten, when Turkey was 
seeking a way out, and when the Ger- 
man and Austrian leaders were grop- 
ing for some means to head off com- 
plete disaster by a negotiated peace. 
Events last week spoke of the end, no 
less in military operations than in in- 
ternal developments of the Central 
Powers. The-security and foreign ex- 
change markets made _ considerable 
progress in discounting the return of 
peace. President Wilson's reply to the 
German note made it clear to the 


have no hope for anything except the 
full acceptance of the demands of the 
Allied Governments, which spells sur- 
render. From this survey it may safe- 
ly be said that the Fourth Liberty 
Loan comes at’a time when peace is 
within sight—it may be a matter of 
months, but it is in sight. The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury has notified the 
people that there must be other loans, 
but they will be floated, as was the 
fourth, with the taste of victory in 
the mouth of the buyers. As bank- 
ers, exporters, and manufacturers do 
their part in the forthcoming loans, 
they will act with an eye to what iis 
to come after the war. In working 
and subscribing for the fourth loan 
they also considered the possibilities of 
peace. They strove for as wide a sub- 
scription list as possible in order that 
bank credits might be spared for what- 
ever demands may come for funds for 
industry. and commerce. Financial 
leaders will be prepared for future 
Government borrowings, but in the 
meantime they will be engaged in 
strengthening their sinews for the 
demands of peace. 


It is significant that from important 
quarters the advice is being sent to 
manufacturers and business men to 
hasten their individual preparations 
for after-war trade development. In 
the midst of last week’s hurly-burly of 
the Liberty Loan campaign there were. 
bankers who found time to discuss the 
work which America has to do in order 
to meet the vast change which will 
come with peace. Interests which 
have, or‘expect to have,.a profitable 
place in the world’s export movement 
were urged to avail themselves quick- 
ly of needed information in respect to 
foreign markets and means for. financ- 
ing their operations. At the same 
time the bankers viewed the domestic 
business and transportation situation, 
and tried to visualize the extent to 
which they would be called upon for 
credits for the period of metamorpho- 
sis from war to peace. The thoughts 
and plans entailed were among the 
impelling forces which caused them to 
seek the conservation of bank re- 
sources in the loan campaign. 


The opinion was rather general in 
the financial community last week 
that money would be in greater sup- 
ply after the Liberty Loan was com- 
pleted. This eapecin‘iicon was based on 
the knowledge that a substantial part 
of the $6,090,000,000 lent to the Gov- 
ernment would quickly be paid in full, 
while the initial payment of 10 per 
cent., taken alone, would put $600,- 
000,000 at the Government’s disposal 
at once. It was supposed that the 
fresh Government funds would be con- 
verted into bank deposits, a develop- 
ment which would greatly expand the 
banks’ loaning power, at least tempo- 
rarily, as reserves need not be carried 
hagainst Government deposits. In view 
of this expected loosening of the bands 
of credit, it was believed at the end of 
the week that several new offerings of 
securities for refunding and capital 
purposes would soon appear, to be 
offered on an attractive investment 
, basis. Some of the contemplated is- 
sues were tentatively outlined prior to 
the opening of the loan campaign and 
postponed until the Government's 
funds were subscribed. 


Stocks and bonds have made con- 
siderable progress in the last few days 
in discounting the defeat of the 
Central Powers.. The movement be- 
came more active as successive days 
brought increasingly important: news 
from Europe. In fact, speculation be- 


last week as to call forth comparisons 
with the surging character of quota- 
tions when war, not peace, was stim- 
ulating dealings in 1916. It remains 
to be seen whether million-share ses- 
sions, with strongly advancing prices, 
can be maintained at a time when

‘The position of the American dollar 
in foreign neutral markets was meas- 
urably improved last week. Swiss ex- 
change in the local market sold down 
to a level where the dollar bought 
more than 5 francs, something which 
had not occurred in considerably more 
than a year. The easement of Scan- 
dinavian rates carried them to a point 
within a short distance of their normal 
quotations, and in other directions the 
exchange quotations moved in favor 
of this country. As reflective of the 
opinion toward war events in neutral 
countries, it is worth noting that the 
quotation for German exchange _ in 
Switzerland rose during the week from 
73 to nearly 78 francs to the 100 
marks, with a strengthening tendency 


for German rates seen on other mar- 
kets.
